Nuclear Talk 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Dr. 
Edward Teller, nuclear expert 
and physics professor at the Uni 
varsity of California, said yester- 
day that statements implying an 
all-out nuclear war would mean 
the end of mankind are untrue— 
and have “assumed the dignity ot 
axiomatic truth by repetition.’’ 
The so-called “father of the 
hydrogen bomb” told a confer 
once of the league of California 
Cities that 90 per cent of the 
United States could be saved in 
an atomic attack, if the country 
was prepared. 
The country's current lack of a 
proper civil defense program is 
the “weakest link in our national 
defense system," he said, point 
ing out that the cost of estab­ 
lishing a shelter program would 
not exceed IO per cent of the na 
tional defense budget.

CAMDEN, N.J.—What killed 15 
patients of Dr. Albert L. Weiner, 
four of them from Lower Bucks 
County? 
Was it infectious serum hepatitis 
caused by improper administra 
tion of injections and infusions 
and improper sterilization? Or 
were those deaths from entirely 
different and in some cases un­ 
known causes? 


Those questions will be the ma­ 
jor points of contention in the 
trial of Dr. Weiner, defense and 
prosecuting attorneys stated to­ 
day in their opening addresses 
to a jiffy of 14 persons, including 
two alternates, in a Camden Coun­ 
ty courtroom. 
Waving a hypodermic needle 
aloft, Prosecutor Norman Heine 
dramatically demonstrated what 
he claimed was -he faulty tech­ 
nique used by Dr. Weiner. The 
osteopath, he said, “killed” those 
15 persons. 


“Maybe inadvertently,’’ he said, 
“but nevertheless those 15 pa­ 
tients died because of Dr. Wein­ 
er’s gross negligence which we 
say is criminal negligence.” 
Accused of Manslaughter 


Dr. Weiner is accused of man­ 
slaughter, on 15 counts, for those 
deaths which, the state claims, 
were the result of his negligence. 
AU told, New Jersey has alleged. 
51 patients of the physician came 
down with infectious 
hepatitis 
after receiving injections at Dr. 
Weiner's office. 
Defense Attorney Louis J. Pan- j 
tages, a medico-legal expert, how I 
ever, claimed that on only one of j 
the death certificates for those 15 
persons was hepatitis listed asj 
the caus© and then it was ques­ 
tioned. 
Instead, Pantages said, the cer­ 
tificates show varying causes in­ 
cluding carcinoma (cancer!, ne­ 
crosis (a wasting away of tissue* 
and “liver failure.”

toxic or drug hepatitis,’’he said.

the

stood a stand from which hung a 
bottle and tubing similar to that 
used in hospitals for intravenous 
injections or infusions. He briefly 
demonstrated to the jury how the 
procedure was carried out. 
Vitamins In Muscle 
Besides giving injections and 
saline infusions, the prosecutor 
said, Dr. Weiner’s patients, in 
most instances got a vitamin in­ 
jection like B-12. The prosecutor 
said, however, that the vitamin 
injections went into the muscle 
and may have been given by a 
norse. 
Heine stated, “I think the evi­ 
dence will show he (Dr. Weiner) 
treated upwards of 25 or 30 pa­ 
tients a day. He had offices in 
his home at Erlton. He had three 
or four rooms where he would 
treat patients. He was actually 
treating three or four patients at 
a time.” 
Heine said that in order to dis­ 
cover whether or not a needle is 
in a vein, when a doctor is using 
a drug and syringe he pulls back 
on the syringe to suck out some 
blood. For an infusion the doctor 
also must know whether or not 
the needle is in the vein 
Gave Only Part 
This is accomplished, the pros­ 
ecutor explained, by taking the 
bottle of solution from its hook 
which, he said, in Dr. Weiner’s 
office was on a wall, and lower­ 
ing the bottle sufficiently so that 
pressure and gravity would per­ 
mit blood to flow into the tube. 
He said the saline solution bottle 
used by Dr. Weiner contained I,* 
OOO cc’s, maybe a quart. Dr. 
Weiner did not give the entire 
contents to each patient but only 
part, the prosecutor said. 
I xed Four Or Five Time* 
Heine said, “If he (Dr, Weiner) 
administered only 200 or 250 cc’s 
of the saline solution, the one 
bottle could be used for four or 
five patients.” 
The prosecutor said he would 
show that at one time Dr. Weiner 
had no sterilization equipment in 
his office, "He later brought in 
hot air sterilizer." Hem? picked

Safety, Health Hazards 
Residents of the two Levittown 
sections have complained that the 
open ditches, one between Tren­ 
ton Road and Route I and the 
other between Cobalt Ridge Drive 
and Cobalt Crossroads, endanger 
both vehicles and pedestrians be­ 
sides inviting infestations of mos­ 
quitoes and rats. 
Residents are particularly con­ 
duit children playing in 
the area will fall into the ditches 
and drown.

You will hear 
these facts from the lips of wit­ 
nesses themselves,’* Heine said.
